State Attorney General John Van de Camp's 
officehasagreedtoinvestigatethepossibility 
that the shootings were Tacially motivated. 

Chief Deputy Attorney General Nelson 
Kempsky wrote to Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA) Executive Director，Henry 
Der thatthe Attorney General was “in agree- 
ment . . . that the motivations and possible 
anti-Asian biases of [Patrick] Purdy need to 
be investigated.”Kempsky said his office 
wouldbe working with the Stocktonpolice in 
contacting law enforcement agencies in 
“other jurisdictions where Purdy resided to 
see 让 any coOnnection can be identified with 
thehate groups which are increasinglypreva- 
lent in California today.… 

Kempsky also said that a psychological 
profile of Purdy was being developed to see 
what could be leamed from his background 
and the Shooting. He said 由 e attorney 
general's ofce would attemptto “glean any 
useful lessons fom this tragic explosion of 
hate,… 

He said they would be looking into the 
motivationsbehindthe crimeand whatmight 
bedoneinthefuture. Kempsky also said that 
his office would issue a public statement of 
their findings atthe end of the investigation. 

Shortly after the shootings，community 
organizations including CAA (E/ 歼 1-26， 
letters) and the National Coalition for Re- 
dress/Reparations (NCRR) released state- 
menits critical of the Stockton Police 
Department's claim, just two days after the

incident， that the Shooting was not Iacially 
motivated. 

NCRR spokesman Bert Nakano said， 
“There appears to be a concerted effort 
among authorities to Sweep this tragedy 
under the rug by Saying that the killer hated 
everyone, that he was insane. NO doubt he 
musthavebeen insane,butit wasno accident 
thathe chose a School where over 70 percent 
ofthe students are Asian orthatall five ofthe 
fatalities and most of the wounded were 
Asian.” 

Der pointed out that Purdy”s combination 
of low self-esteem and his fascination with 
guns may very well have led the killer to 
scapegoat Southeast Asian refugees for his 
own troubles. Both Der and Nakano have 
urged that a public education campaign be 
mounted to inform the public about hate 
violenceandhowindividuals andinstitutions 
can combat orpieventITacial hatred and para- 
noia. Nakano also stressed a need for the 
publiceducation system to sensitize Students 
to the concerns of Asians and other minori- 
ties. 

Nakano claims that racism has flourished 
in recent years due to the anti-civil Tights 
attitude of recent administrations. “Getting 
the redress bill signed was certainly wel- 
come, but when a President opposes making 
Martin Luther King?s birthday a_ national 
holdiay, vetoes the Civil Rights Restoration 
Acb appoints Supreme Courtjustices who go 
aboutdismantling affirmative actionand cuts 
back on the quotas of Southeast Asian refu- 
gees, it sets a definite tone for the whole 
country,”Nakano said.

Days That Will Live in Infamy 


Stockton，California，January 17，1989， 
joins Detroib Michigan, June 19, 1982, as a 
placeandadaythatwillliveininfamyforthe 
Asian American community. 

They are the two charter members of the 
contemporary Asian American Hall . of 
Shame. Stockton was the Site of the mass 
murder of five Southeast Asian School- 
chidren by a deranged white man. Detroit, as 
you know，was the Site of the killing of 
Vincent Chin by two white autoworkers. 

Chin's murder - technically, manslaughter 
according to the wheels of American injus- 
tice-has alreadytakenonmythic proportions 
in Asian America. So wil Stockton. 

Although there is not yet incontrovertible 
proof that Patrick Edward Purdy was moti- 
vatedbyracisthatein the Stockton masSsacre， 
many Asian Americans，myself included， 
instinctively feel he was driven by bigotry， 

A former co-worker told the press that 
Purdy was “seething” with hatred and resent- 
ment against Asian newcomers for taking 
Over jobs that white Americans like himself 
couldn't get White Aryan literature was 
found in his belongings, A_ witness to the 
mass Slaying Said Purdy seemed to be target- 
ing the Asian children specifically. 

People who knew Purdy have told the au- 
thorities andthepressthathe wasaconfused， 
troubled，hate-filled individual， Stockton 
officials -in particular the police chief - have 
downplayed any possible racial motive and 
Said that Purdy hated everyone. 

Thatmay be true, buit the factremains, five 
Southeast Asian refugee kids are dead and 
about a Score more were wounded by his 
rampage in which he sprayed more than 100 
Shots from his AK-47 semi-automatic Tifle 
before killing himself with a handgun. 

WePprobably will never know for sure how 
his warped mind worked and precisely what 
triggered his last mad act. But it seems Tea- 
Sonable to assume that if he was hateful of 
everyone andifhefeltleftoutby Society,and 
if he saw his old elementary School change 
from what it was when be went there to 3 
Place that now has about 70 percent Asian 
students, and if he told a co-worker he re- 
Sented Asians fortakingjobs away from true- 
blue (ie., white) Americans, then race hatred 
could easily be a motivating factor. 

I can"t understand why Stockton authori- 
ties are So shyabouteven suggestingahintof 
Iacism to Purdy. 

It is good that Some Asian American 
groups，including Chinese for Affirmative 
Action，have 3asked _ California Attorney 
General John Van De Kamp to investigate 
any possible link between Purdy and white 
racist groups. Van De 天 amp has said that his 


office is taking on such an investigation. 

Some have criticized the mainstream press 
for not pressing harder for a motive. In factb 
Tmtoldby several reporters who workedthe 
story thattheypressedauthoritieshardto find 
evjdence that Purdy was driven by bigotry， 
but authorities either couldn tor didn tfind 
anything they considered reliable enough to 
pass along to the presS. 

Reporters are restrained from drawing too 
many Conclusions on their Own. They must 
Tely on SO-called official or reliable sources. 
But columnists like me have greater latitude 
to draw conclusions and offer opinions. 

WhatIseehappeninghereisafamiliar, and 
Iather depressing, pattern: denial. 

I write a great deal about racism and Trace 
relations.ButwhatIsensels thatlots of other 
people don't want to hear Or read about Ia- 
cism.Theyeitherdeny thatitexists,orSsimply 
don't want to face it. 

One doesnmt want to distort reality and 
ascribe every action Or eveIy Word to Iacist 
motivations. At the same time, Tacism is 3 
humanreality andwhenitcropsup as afactor 
in our daily interactions, then one must face 
that Teajlity. 

We'”veall seen cases of Asians being racist 
against others.Butat Stockton and in Detroit 
andhundreds of otherlesser incidents, Asian 
Americans have been targets of Tacism. 
Southeast Asian refugees and immigrants 
bear the brunt of this outcropping of racism， 
but other Asian Americans have Surely seen 
its ugly face too - at elite universities where 
some louts slur Asian American students, imn 
fast-changing Suburbs like Monterey Park 
nearLOos Angeles where white and Hispanic 
Tesidents Teact negatively to the grOwing 
presence of Asian Tesidents. 

Eradicating Tacism is an awesome and 
extraordinary- Superhuman even -challenge. 
But some things on a more Secular level can 
be done to ease its painful consequences. 

The Bush White House can exert the kind 
of .civil rights leadership the Reagan White 
House never did. Bush should revitalize the 
US Civil Rights Commission，which under 
Reagan lost prestige, became highly politi- 
cized and simply didn?tdoits job ofmonitor- 
ing the civil rights health of the nation. 

Cities and counties should either activate 
or Tesuscitate human relations commissions 
and give them adequate money and Staff to 
monitor local human relations problems and 
to initiate public education programs. 

More police departments Should adopt the 
model of the New York City and San Fran- 
cisco departments in categorizing race-moti- 
vated crimes, 让 appropIdkiate. In that way, the 
Pelce will begin to see patterns develop and 


can work with the minority communities to 
trytosolvetheproblem:.Afederalhate-crime 
bill that would require the FBI to categorize 
race motives to crime Should be given more 
attention by the CongresS, where Such a bill 
has been introduced but never acted upon

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A Vietnam Refugee Learns the Meaning of “Stressf

One of the first words I learmned when I 
arrived in America from Vietnam was， 
Strangely， the word “stresS$.”An eccentric 
aunt of mine who probably had the gift for 
prescience and who came to America a few 
years before Vietmnam came 一 taughtme the 
word.Along with“icecream” “juniorhigh ”; 
“Iam lostL” 

Many words like “bus” and accident” I 
understood immediately，hbaving had a 
French education, but “stresS” left me hang- 
ing; its meaning was ambiguous; its pronun- 
ciation Sounded like the hissing of a poison- 
ous Snake. 

“9ss...StresssSs, ”ITepeated after her,， 8gig- 
gling.

my silence，while classmates gliggled or 
laughed.“9SstresssSs”I whispered the word 
under my breath and felt its sting.

My family like many other Vietnamese

themselves half a decade later in America's 
sturdy mijddle class. My older brother and 
Sister have become “yuppies”who drive 
Sports cars and go Skiing in the winter.

Inalargersense,asocietal sense, weareall 
“atrisk.”AsAsianAmericans,and as people 
of color who are battered by discrimination 
far too frequently, we are continually at risk 
of not being emotionally able to attain OUr 
highest goals or of having our dreams die in 
asadandfutile act. Others who are unable to 
accept us are at Tisk of losing their very 
humanity. These arehigh stakes,indeed,and 
itwill require all of us to reevaluate our own 
Small plansto seeitwecan accomodate some 
Ioom for alittle work on big changes. 
As George Bush fishes his way towards a 
kinder and gentler nation, the University is 
Stumbling along on its way to excellence and 
diversity，Chancellor Heyman wrote in an 
otherwise positive messagetothe campus on 
January 23, 1988，“Those few persons who 
make racial slurs or hold on to prejudiced 
views should think dee about their moti- 
vations， If they are being adolescent they 
should grow up fast，This is a place for 
grownups.”
